Thursday, 2 October 1952 

1. Dr. Hoover phoned and stated that ICIS (Mr. Who arty) was not 
prepared to give its suggestions for amendment of the summaiy evaluation 
until after a meeting to be held on Monday or Tuesday of next xreek. I 
attempted to get in touch with General Samford, but was unsuccessful. Accord- 
ingly, I advised Dr. Hoover that we would have to proceed with our amendments, 
and that we could only consider the ICIS suggestions on their merits when they 
were submitted. This might be after we had given the summary evaluation to DCI.

6. Mr. Noyes of the office of Frank Nash in Defense phoned and 
stated that it would be most helpful if the summary evaluation could be 
available for review by the Secretaries on Thursday next. I assured him 
that we would do everything in our power to accomplish this.

7. Spoke with who raised certain problems of 
security in connection with the current oil suit.

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9. Dr. Chadwell phoned, being concerned about the proposal, made 
through Amory or his people, that 0/SI participate in the revision of MC-33. 

I assured Dr. Chadwell that participation was at his option and, since he 
desired not to go along on this exercise in view of his over-all relations, 

I approved. We agreed that there should be no CIA. delegates at this meeting. 


10. Mr. Amory later phoned me and informed me that certain CIA 
representatives had been designated as delegates to sit in meetings with the 

25X1X7 on the revision of MC-33. I explained to Mr. Amory that 

this was contrary to the understanding that I had. had with General Porter 
and for many policy reasons was wholly unacceptable to CIA. I requested 
him to have this situation straightened out. He later phoned and informed me 
that CIA representatives would not sit in on the conference, but would confine 
themselves to advising the American delegation. As a personal favor to 
General Porter, he had agreed that there would appear to be no need to have 
25X1 A9a withdrawn the name who was really a CIA man but was not designated 

as such and who would not sit in the meetings. I approved this upon the 
express understanding that Porter would make it plain to all concerned that 
CIA was not participating in this conference, officially or unofficially,
